Regarding independent claim 8, the references of the Prior Art of record fail to 
teach or suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 8, and 
specifically comprising the limitation wherein an image display apparatus in which a pair 
of substrates are disposed opposite one another such that an internal space is formed 
therebetween, electrodes and two types of phosphors are provided between the 
substrates, and discharge gas is enclosed in the internal space, the internal space is 
partitioned by a plurality of barrier ribs in a stripe pattern which form a plurality of 
grooves, and among the grooves, grooves constituting a first space are closed at one 
end by auxiliary barrier ribs and connect with one another at an other end and grooves 
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constituting a second space are closed at the other end by auxiliary barrier ribs and 
connect with one another at one end such that the internal space is divided into the first 
space provided with a first phosphor layer and the second space provided with a 
second phosphor layer and the grooves constituting the first space connect with one 
another and the grooves constituting the second space connect with one another, the 
discharge gases respectively enclosed in the first and second spaces differ from each 
other in at least one of composition and pressure. 

Regarding claims 10 and 26, claims 10 and 26 are allowable for the reasons 
given in claim 8 because of their dependency status from claim 8. 

Regarding independent claim 1 9, the references of the Prior Art of record fail to 
teach or suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 19, and 
specifically comprising the limitation wherein an Image display apparatus manufacturing 
method comprises an outer vessel forming step of forming an outer vessel In which a 
pair of substrates are disposed opposite one another such that an internal space is 
formed therebetween, electrodes and at least two types of phosphor layer are provided 
between the substrates, discharge gas is enclosed In the Internal space, the Internal 
space Is provided with a first phosphor layer and a second space provided with a 
second phosphor layer, and partitioned by a plurality of barrier ribs in a stripe pattern 
which form a plurality of grooves, and among the grooves, grooves constituting a first 
space are closed at one end by auxiliary barrier ribs and connect with one another at an 
other end and grooves constituting a second space are closed at the other end by 
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auxiliary barrier ribs and connect witli one another at the one end such that the internal 
space is divided into the first space provided with a first phosphor layer and the second 
space provided with a second phosphor layer and the grooves constituting the first 
space connect with one another and the grooves constituting the second space connect 
with one another, first and second exhaust tubes connecting to the first and second 
spaces respectively, the discharge gases respectively enclosed in the first and second 
spaces differ from each other in at least one of composition and pressure. 

Regarding claim 25, claim 25 is allowable for the reasons given in claim 19 
because of their dependency status from claim 19.
